Police Recover Stolen Storm Grates

A rash of storm drain cover thefts overnight on 
December 10 in Mattapoisett and Fairhaven had police 
searching for suspects who stole the metal to scrap for 
money. 

Witnesses in the areas of North Street, Winter 
Hill and Summer Street in Mattapoisett reported seeing a 
truck leaving the scene of the thefts. Police checked with 
local scrap yard on Saturday in an attempt to retrieve the 
storm drain covers and to find the perpetrators. 

By mid-day, the drains were recovered when 
State Trooper Joshua Fries observed a white box truck 
on Route 25 in Plymouth. Trooper Fries recalled the 
description of the truck based on a ''Be on the Look-Out'' 
that Mattapoisett Police had issued to surrounding police 
departments. According to a state police press release. 
Trooper Fries followed the truck and contacted the Bourne 
Barracks for updated information on the suspects. 

The Bourne Barracks also reported that two males 
had attempted to sell the grates to a New Bedford scrap 
dealer, who declined the sale and contacted Mattapoisett 
police. 

Trooper Fries conducted a vehicle stop with 
the two suspects at the Bourne Rotary. After a brief 
discussion. Trooper Fries discovered the missing grates 
in the box truck and two suspects, Benjamin Sisson, 22, of

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North Falmouth and Kristofer Williams, 28, of Falmouth, 
were taken into custody. Both were charged with larceny 
over $250, and receiving stolen property over $250. 22 
grates were eventually recovered belonging to the towns 
of Mattapoisett, Fairhaven, Bourne and Wareham. 

Mattapoisett officer Matthew McGraw and 
Highway Surveyor Barry Denham went to Bourne to 
identify and recover the storm drain covers. 

According to Mattapoisett police chief Mary 
Lyons, the suspects will be charged with eight counts of 
larceny. 

Metal theft is not new to the area. Most recently, 
the copper downspouts at the Millicent Library and 
Fairhaven Town Hall had been stolen, and there have 
been several reports of copper piping being stolen from 
Tri-Town residences, particularly vacant or seasonal 
homes. 

A Massachusetts bill that recently passed in the 
House discourages the crime of metal theft for scrapping. 
In the bill, scrap metal yards would have to keep stricter 
records of who is depositing scrap metal, and ask for 
photo identification for scrap exchange. Additionally, the 
bill makes it illegal for dealers to accept metal that has 
likely been stolen, like manhole covers and storm drain 
covers.

Poisonous Plants 

My cat likes to chew on houseplants in the winter and I will 
often see him chewing on leaves in my garden in the summer. 
I am aware that some plants might be poisonous but am not 
certain which are the main ones to be avoided. 

Of the more common house and garden plants the 
most toxic seem to be in the lily family. Lily of the Valley, 
a common landscape plant, can affect the heart and may be 
deadly. Easter Lilies may cause kidney failure and death. 
The Castor Bean plant may also cause death if the beans are 
chewed and ingested. 

Other common potentially poisonous plant include 
Aloe Vera, English Ivy, Periwinkle, Pothos, Primrose, Chry- 
santhemum, Clematis Hyacinth, Schefflera and Wisteria. 
The clinical signs associated with this group of plants are 
primarily gastrointestinal including salivation, vomiting and 
diarrhea. The signs and severity of illness will vary with the 
type of plant and the amount ingested. If your pet seems to 
be prone to eating large amounts of homegrown vegetation, 
avoidance of plants on the list is wise.

Mattapoisett CVS Deal Terminated 

Acceptable Design Agreement Not Met 
By Anne Kakley 

Mattapoisett property owner Wayne Walega 
confirmed on Tuesday that a deal to build a 13,000 square 
foot CVS pharmacy on the corner of Route 6 and North 
Street was terminated. 

In a statement released from Walega Associates 
of 24 North Street, the deal termination was due to 
''development issues that could not be resolved... after a 
year of on and off discussions between the parties''. 

Neighbor reaction to the proposal was largely 
negative, with some abutters sending letters to the 
Wanderer editor expressing concern about the impact 
a CVS could have on area traffic and Mattapoisett' s 
aesthetic. 

At a November 21 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board, Mr. Walega and CVS developer 
representative Paul Beck had presented preliminary plans 
showing the large building flush on the corner of Route 
6 and North Street, with entrances and exits on North 
and Mechanic Streets. As a part of the construction at the 
Village Business-zoned site, three buildings, including a 
historic multi-unit home, a single-family residence and 
the former location of Seaport Village coffee shop would 
have been razed. 

The planning board showed concern for the 
scope of the project, saying that 65 parking spaces and 
a large building would create a lot of traffic issues for 
the location, and would open the door to further chain 
development on the Route 6 corridor of Mattapoisett. 

"If you're coming into Mattapoisett, this CVS 
building is the first thing you're going to see. I can 
imagine the public hearings we're going to see," said 
board member Robert McNamara said at the meeting. 
"You are picking a primo spot in Mattapoisett, and telling 
the people that they are going to triple the traffic there."

The plans for a CVS had included a drive-thru for 
the pharmacy. Planning Board Chairman Thomas Tucker 
had informed Mr. Walega at the meeting that drive-thrus 
were prohibited by Mattapoisett bylaws, and could only 
be obtained through a variance from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. Mr. Beck had emphasized the importance of a 
drive-thru for CVS's interest in proceeding with the new 
location. 

Mr. Walega, a resident of North Street himself, 
said that he wanted to work with CVS to construct a 
building with dormers and architectural detail that 
would fit into a seaside community. According to Walega 
Associates, Mr. Walega ''requested that CVS build a

In a second appointment, the Board learned 
that the Mattapoisett Heritage Days might not occur in 
2012 if volunteers are not found soon. Volunteer Bobbi 
Caspar said that, despite a banner year of interest, good 
press, and a profit, the annual event is in danger if the 
committee can't get more help. 

Heritage Days, which started in 2007 when the 
town celebrated its sesquicentennial, celebrates trades 
and industries native to Mattapoisett and the SouthCoast 
at large. Various themes have included farming, ''Old 
Mattapoisett", and whaling. 

At the onset of Heritage Days, there was a 
volunteer pool of almost 20 people. That number is now 
down to four, and Ms. Caspar said that the event could 
not go forward until they had at least 10 volunteers. 

The committee meets once a month from January 
until August and commitment levels can vary, said Ms. 
Caspar. "\ would really like to see this happen again. It's 
a great time for the town to get together. . . for the town to 
learn something about its history. . . I hate to see it go but 
it's just not possible with what we have here," she said. 

An informational meeting for people interested 
in volunteering will take place on January 17, 2012 at the 
Mattapoisett library at 6:30 pm. Those willing to lend their 
talents should attend the meeting or contact Ms. Caspar 
for more information: theseamstress@Verizon.net. 

In the Town Administrator's report, Mr. Cagne 
informed the Board that he was taking steps to bring 
additional senior housing to the town.

Sperry Tents Parking Issue Discussed

Resolution on the issue of whether Sperry Tents 
can park its company vehicles at its residential neighbor's 
property was explored at the Rochester Planning Board's 
meeting on Tuesday, December 13. 

Earlier this fall, Marjorie Skrutski of 10 
Marion Road received a cease and desist order after 
allowing Sperry Tents to park on her property without 
authorization. The Building Commissioner determined 
that she could not use her property for commercial 
purposes without undertaking proper permitting, as her 
home is zoned residential. 

Ms. Skrutski had sought out a variance from the 
Zoning Board of Appeals in late October for an accessory 
use to allow the parking - but the ZBA handed over the 
case to the Planning Board to determine appropriate next 
steps. 

At its latest meeting. Planning Board members 
discussed a recent site visit to the property, and a review 
of the legal issues to allow the parking. 

Chairman Arnie Johnson said many questions 
linger on how Ms. Skrutski can receive authorization, and 
whether any approval would affect future residential or 
business owners of the properties. He said he is waiting to 
hear from Town Counsel Blair Bailey for clarity on these 
legal issues. 

Board member Gary Florindo floated the idea of 
Ms. Skrutski pursuing a variance to operate a parking lot. 
That way, he said Ms. Skrutski' s application would be

separate from any site plans of Sperry Tents. 

"It should be done individually, it should be kept 
separate,'' he said. 

"That's a good idea," weighed in Susan Teal. "If 
they did that, they could rent to everybody."

Board Orders Resident to Stabilize Fill 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

A Mattapoisett resident who dumped 
unauthorized fill on town-owned land for better beach 
access was ordered by the Conservation Commission 
at its December 12 meeting to stabilize the pile. The 
stabilization is a stopgap measure as the resident pursues 
necessary permitting so town officials can determine 
whether the fill will stay or go. 

Through his representative Steve Gioiosa of Sitec 
Engineering, Paul St. Pierre of 25 Main Street apologized 
for placing the fill, saying that he was not aware of the 
town's requirements triggered by taking such an action. 
Mr. Gioiosa said his client placed the dirt to create a more 
gradual incline on old steps leading to a public walkway 
behind his property. 

In the discussion with the Conservation 
Commission, Mr. Gioiosa said that his client is hoping 
to work with the town to allow the fill. He said 
conversations already have taken place with Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne, who suggested that 
the applicant review bike path plans - which would 
incorporate the walkway - from CLE Engineering to 
ensure his plans are in harmony with the path.

Now Mr. Gioiosa said his client is trying to get 
the proper permitting as the fill is within the coastal zone 
and 100-foot wetlands barrier. Currently he is surveying 
area wetlands and preparing to submit a related Notice of 
Intent to the commission on the matter. 

The commission, which already voted to 
allow Building Inspector Andrew Bobola to take any 
enforcement action if required, ordered the applicant to 
stabilize the fill within seven days. Mr. Gioiosa said the 
client would oblige, and that silt fencing and straw will be 
utilized to prevent erosion. 

ConCom Chairman Peter Newton stressed, 
however, 'T need to be clear that filing an NOI doesn't 
guarantee we'll approve it.'' 

"I tell my clients that all the time. . . There are 
no assurances in the permitting process," replied Mr. 
Gioiosa. 

In other business, the board continued a 
hearing until January 9, 2012 regarding a Request for 
Determination of Applicability application for Main 
Brook Realty Trust - which sought to replace a corrugated 
steel culvert at 38 Holly woods Road. 

Representing the client, Mr. Gioiosa explained 
that a contractor would replace the "rotting out" culvert 
with reinforced concrete in about a week's time. He said 
the collapsed culvert in the long term poses a safety 
hazard, especially to navigation, and needs to be replaced 
soon to avoid future problems. 

The Conservation Commission, however, 
would not give Main Brook Realty Trust a negative 
two determination, which essentially would allow the 
applicant to move forward, until more information is 
providd. 

"I'm concerned by the lack of detail. It's fine to 
come in and save it, but if it is going to be a complete 
replacement, we will need to know if there is any 
additional impact on the resource area," said ConCom 
member Bob Rogers, prompting the board to postpone 
the matter until January. 

In other business, the board: 

• Approved a Notice of Intent from Henry and 
Lisa Segalas to raze the garage, breezeway and concrete 
patio to construct additions at 9 Bay Road

"We bought it as a three-family, and the assessors 
have looked at it as a three family/' said Mr. Deneault, 
with assessors' information in hand. 

However, the board said that assessors' 
documents are not legally binding, and they would need 
official paperwork showing that designation. The board 
found that the applicant had an incomplete application 
and voted to withdraw it without prejudice to allow time 
for the applicant to present additional paperwork. 

The hearing attracted a full room of neighbors 
and town officials, including Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera, Mr. Buckles, and Town Counsel Blair Bailey, 
and representation from the Police Department. Mr. 
LaCamera said the homeowner was informed that the 
residence is not a three family, but moved forward with 
related renovations anyway. 

The next two hearings concerned 425 Neck 
Road. Richard Charon, on behalf of applicants Andrea 
and Donald King, requested and received a variance 
from setback requirements for an addition to their home 
on that property. The 1930s cottage is inches away from 
Snipatuit Pond and along an incline, thus could only 
expand in a direction that surpasses allowable setback 
requirements. 

Mr. Charon noted that he is happy that the 
new homeowners are trying to preserve the "old stone 
cottage" instead of tear it down. 

"The town is fortunate. This is an icon. Anyone 
who knows the pond, knows this place. It stands out," he 
said. 

The board did not, however, approve a variance 
request for a 400 square foot guesthouse on that same 
property. Under town bylaws, guesthouses up to 300 
square feet are allowed, but an increase from that size 
triggers a need for ZBA approval. 

The board found that the applicants failed to 
demonstrate a financial or geographic hardship to allow 
for an increase, although the site contains ruins of a 
former guesthouse of that size. The board withdrew 
the application without prejudice, and recommended 
investigating whether a Special Permit would be a more

To the Editor: 

Have you ever noticed how warm the water 
gets in a garden hose that is left out in the sun? It will 
often reach normal bathwater temperature, and if the 
hose is black or stretched out on a dark colored gravel or 
pavement, it can burn your hand. So why not use the sun 
to heat the water in your house? 

The solar hot water panels on my roof are like a 
hose in the sun. They are located on a south-facing roof 
with a clear view to the mid-day sun, unshaded by trees, 
chimneys, and neighboring buildings. The panels are 
much more efficient than garden hose, and they lower 
my NStar bill for natural gas all year long. My two panels 
are 4-foot by 10-foot by 4-inch insulated aluminum boxes 
with tempered glass faces, and black collector plates 
inside. The sunlight pours in through the glass, and the 
solar energy heats up the collector plates. During the day 
the temperature in the panels often exceeds 180 degrees - 
well over the 120 degrees of the hot water system in our 
house. 

A second component of my system is an insulated

water tank. All town water on the way to my normal 
water heater passes through this tank, and while the 
water is in storage there, it is pre-heated by my solar 
panels. 

The third component of the system is an insulated 
piping loop containing a non-toxic antifreeze solution that 
carries the heat from my panels to the solar tank. A small 
electric pump circulates the antifreeze to a heat exchanger 
in the tank whenever the panels are warmer than the 
water in the tank, and stops whenever the panels are 
cooler - saving the heat in the tank. 

The system is totally automatic. On most summer 
days the solar water heater generates all of our domestic 
hot water. When clouds or rain or the low sun angles

of midwinter prevent the system from working, the 
conventional hot water heater takes over, so we are never 
without a good supply of hot water. 

There is something very satisfying about using 
the sun to do this job! We may see a few more cloudy 
days here in Southeastern MA than in other parts of the 
country, but there is a great opportunity to save with solar 
because our utility costs are so high. Solar water heating 
systems are also eligible for a 30 percent federal tax credit 
on both materials and installation costs. As the cost of 
fossil fuels and electricity continues to rise, solar energy 
remains free and does not add to the production of global 
greenhouse emissions, acid rain, or smog. 

So we keep a close eye on the weather, and we 
relish every day that the sun works for us.

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We Need to Talk About Kevin. Starring Tilda Swinton and 
John C. Reilly. Directed by Lynne Ramsay. Running time: 115 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

I've never understood people who somehow blame the 
parents of psycho kids who go on school shooting sprees — espe- 
cially if the parents hadn't been demonstrably abusive. Some kids 

— some humans — are just broken, that's all; they come out that 
way, stone cold and unreachable, and it doesn't matter how much 
love they get at home. It could be, indeed, that the more love they 
get from their parents — the more coddling, the more enabling 

— the harder they calcify into madness. In We Need to Talk About 
Kevin, the long-overdue third feature directed by Lynne Ram- 
say (Ratcatcher, Morvern Callar), Tilda Swinton plays Eva, the 
mother of a son who just plain comes out wrong. Nothing she can 
do helps; she tries and tries to get through to him, but he — Kevin 

— is intractable and difficult right from the start. He goes way 
beyond just being a brat. He's brilliant, and emotionally incom- 
plete, and he seems to decide very early on that his mother is his 
nemesis and that he will devote himself to putting her through 
hell. 

The movie unfurls in fragments, bouncing around 
through time, the main signifier being the length of Eva's hair (in 
the earlier bits, before her life has completely fallen apart, she has 
a stylishly short style; later on, it's longer and lifeless). What we 
gather is that Kevin, now a teenager, has gone on a school ram- 
page, and that this has destroyed Eva's life. In flashbacks, we see 
her living with her son, her clueless husband (John C. Reilly), and 
her younger daughter in a huge house without many neighbors 
around. (The remoteness of the house becomes important later.) 
As a best-selling writer of travel books, Eva can afford the set-up. 
In the present-day scenes she's renting a ratty suburban house and 
toiling as a secretary in a — insult-to-injury here — travel agency. 
Her life is effectively over. We sense that the only reason she 
doesn't OD on a bottle of pills and a bottle of the red wine she's 
always chugging is that she needs to hear Kevin — whom she 
visits in the juvie institution — explain why he did it. As if there 
could be an explanation. 

We Need to Talk About Kevin isn't the kind of film that 
provides such a reason. What it does do, with stomach-freezing 
efficacy, is to swim around inside the pain of a parent whose child 
is a monster. (Another recent film, last summer's Beautiful Boy, 
probed the same sort of wound.) But we also see that Eva is not 




entirely innocent. I said before that she tries and tries, but some 
people are cut out to be parents and some are not; some have the 
patience for a particularly recalcitrant child and some don't. As 
it happens, Eva's relationship with the younger daughter, Celia, 
seems perfectly healthy, if only because Celia doesn't smear 
sandwiches on glass tables or soil herself to spite Eva. It can also 
happen that parents make all their mistakes with the first kid and 
are mellower with the subsequent ones. Whatever the case, we're 
shown that Kevin gave Eva trouble right from birth, literally from 
birth. The only time he cuts her some slack is when he's sick and 
he develops an interest in the Robin Hood storybook she's reading 
to him, which in turn forms an interest in archery. 

This is easily the most mainstream film Lynne Ramsay 
has made, though it's still far from ready for prime time. A lot of 
it, thematically and symbolically, is very neat; a little too neat. 
There are the obvious images of Eva straining throughout the 
movie to clean up red paint that's been splattered across the front 
of her house, with many close-ups of her washing the paint off 
her hands. Yes, we get it; out, damn'd spot! We also get that every 
hapless interaction she endures with Kevin points irrevocably to- 
wards his massacre. When we see that little Celia has two healthy 
eyes in some scenes and an eyepatch in others, we tense up and 
wait to find out how that happened (remembering all the while 
Kevin's affinity for arrows). When Celia gets a plump little gerbil 
for Christmas, we wait to see what Kevin will do to it. Some of 
the mechanisms in the plotting may hark back to Lionel Shriver's 
2003 source novel, which if anything made Kevin even more of a 
bastard. 

Still, what Ramsay does with the material — with 
invaluable help from the prickly- vulnerable Swinton and a peer- 
less portrait in sociopathy by the 18-year-old Ezra Miller as the 
teenage Kevin — sticks in the mind and the eye. This is a thriller, 
after a fashion (some have called it a horror movie; Hollywood 
Elsewhere' s Jeffrey Wells memorably termed it "emotional rat 
poison"), and it made me wonder anew what Ramsay might have 
done with The Lovely Bones, which she was attached to for a 
while before Peter Jackson took it over and stank it up with his 
heavy-breathing CGI visions of heaven. I wonder, too, if the ex- 
perience of losing out on The Lovely Bones made Ramsay hungry 
for another story about murder and familial noncommunication 
and devastated mothers. This is by leaps and bounds the better 
film, though not nearly as comforting — we even hear Eva, with 
suspicious cheerfulness, telling Jehovah's Witnesses that she fully 
expects to go to hell — and to recommend it to young or prospec- 
tive parents would be the height of cruelty. The movie, among 
other things, gives us to think about how much of parenting is the 
luck of the genetic draw: some babies come out destined to bring 
pain to themselves and everyone around them, and not the small- 
est or largest damn thing can be done about it.
